[0023] 

In the device of the present invention, when a telephone 
call is detected, the schedule is retrieved, and it is 
determined as to whether or not the schedule item is able to 
receive a call at the present moment. If a setup such as "In 
the Meeting" is set up in the automatic answering setup region, 
it is determined that the owner is unable to receive a call, 
and the beep is not rung. 

In this case, the circumstances of the owner (such as being in 
the meeting) and the estimated time for the owner available to 
receive a call are notified to the caller as a sound message. 
For example, when the schedule in Fig. 8 is input and a phone 
call is received during the meeting at 1 p.m. on June 20, the 
device of the present invention notifies a sound message saying 
"I'm in the meeting at this moment. Please call again after 
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14 p.m." to the caller without a beep. The sound message 
constitutes of a state sound unit 901, a scheduled end time unit 
902, and a formulaic unit 903. The sound message In the state 
sound unit and the scheduled end time unit Is transposed 
according to the present schedule, and Is notified to the 
caller.

Fig, 15 is a diagram showing a process flow of the 
receiving process 1402 in detail. 

[0032] 

When the receiving process is started, the present date 
and time are obtained in step 1501. In step 1502, the schedule 
stored in the storing means based on the present date and time 
is retrieved. In step 1503, whether or not there is a present 
schedule is determined, and if there is, an automatic answering 
process 1504 Is executed. 

[0033] 

Fig. 16 is a diagram showing a process flow of the 
automatic answering process 1504. 

[0034] 

In step 1601, the automatic answering field 1003 of the 
current schedule is obtained and whether or not it is "no 
setting" is determined. If it is "no setting", the owner is 
able to receive a call, and therefore, a calling process 1602 
for the owner by beep is executed, and when the owner answers 
the call, a telephone process 1603 is executed. In step 1601, 
if it is set up at other than "no setting", the sound data 
corresponding to the automatic answering field setup Is 
obtained and this Is called a state sound unit 901. Next, in 
step 1605, a scheduled end time is obtained from the time field 
1002 of the current schedule, and the sound data corresponding 
to this is obtained. 
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and this is called a scheduled end unit 902. In step 1606, a 
formulaic unit 903 is added to this and the sound message is 
notified to the caller. Thereafter, the sound guidance guiding 
to input the receiver's phone number is notified, and when the 
receiver ' s phone number is input , this is recorded and displayed 
on the screen. The owner is able to confirm that there was a 
phone call during the meeting, and confirm the caller's phone 
number, thereby to enable the owner to return the call.

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(54) TELEPHONE SET 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To prevent changeover mistake of a power 
supply (silencing mode) by providing a function to store 
a schedule of a possessor and providing a state setting 
as to whether or not telephone call reception is available 
to the schedule thereby eliminating the need for power 
application/interruption. 

CONSTITUTION: The telephone set is provided with a 
storage means 107 storing a schedule or a telephone 
number of a possessor to be entered, an internal clock 
108 acquiring a current date and time, a message output 
means 109 sending a voice message to a destination of a 
phone call, a voice data storage means 110 storing voice 
data used by the message output means 109, and a 
control means 1 1 1 controlling them. When the control 
means 111 detects a call, the control means 111 
retrieves a current state from the storage means 1 07 
based on time current date and time acquired from the 
internal clock 108. When the call reception is enable, a 
call tone is rung and when the call reception is disable, a 

voice message output means 1 09 is used to send a current status of the possessor 
schedule end time. 
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
